School B Budget Is 
Up 21 Per Cent 


pale of the Upland 
school district for the next 12 
months will cost $306,133 as com- 
pared with $252,200 for the pre- 
vious year. 

Upland school board members 
recently approved the budget and 
fixed the rate at $1.30. Voters in 
May approved the tax rate in- 
crease, limit of which is set by 
law unless advanced by voters 
themselves. 

The total outlay is made up of 
the following: 

Administration, $11,500; in- 
struction, $185,733; auxiliary ser- 
vices, $9,200; operation of school 
plant, $31,500; maintenance of 
school plant, $11,700; fixed 
charges, $7,700; transportation of 
pupils, $12,000; food service, $2,- 
000; community services, $800; 
capital outlay, $7,000; undistribut- 
ed reserve, $4,000, and general 
reserve, $24,000. 

This budget represents an in- 
crease of $53,933 as compared 
with 1950-51 budget, an increase 
of 21 per cent, according to Sup- 
erintendent Harold W. Cook.
